RAIDERS GO DEEP 
INTO GERMANY

THE naval dockyards at Kiel and 

oil supply centres inside Ger- 
many were the principal objectives of 
Tuesday nights raids by heavy 
bomber squadrons of the Royal Air 
Force. 


Aluminium factories, docks, rail 
communications and aerodromes were 
among the many other targets in 
Germany and occupied territory 
which were successfully attacked in 
the course of a night of widespread 
activity. 


DIRECT HITS 


The raid on Kiel began shortly after 9 p.m., 
and in an almost continuous series of attacks, 
lasting close on four hours, tons of high 
explosive bombs were dropped on the naval 
dockyvards. Direct hits were scored on the 
ettv of the torpedo-boat harbour and on the 
Marine Academy. The Deutsche Werke ona 
building vard and the «dockyards to the south- 
east of the main jetty were repeatedly 
straddled,.and a line of heavy bombs burst 
along the western border of the Germania 
vara. t 
" One salvo of bombs, apparently striking a 
fucl-storage point, started a huge oil fire, 
states the British Air Ministry News Service. 


DOCKYARD SHAKEN 


Respite between_the attacks was brief, and 
at each fresh sortie the dockyards shook to 
the explosion of heavy-calibre bombs, the 
flashes from which lit up ships and buildings, 
and outlined the target for yet more attackers. 

Another raiding force, striking deep into 
Germany, bombed important oil refineries and 
storage plants at Nagdeburg, Gelsenkirchen 
and Saltzbergen. Elsewhere in Germany other 
raiders bombed the docks at Hamburg and 
Duisburg, and attacked targets at Greven- 
hroich, Cotogne, Schonebreck, Neuhaldens- 
leben, Lunen and Dusseldorf, 


SUPPLY TRAIN STRUCK | 


More than twenty different railway centres 
in Germany were attacked during the night 
by the bomber forces. A direct hit was 
scored on a supply train near Lunen; fires 
were started near oil tanks in a railway 
vard at Dusseldorf Neuss, and rail-tracks 
were torn up on the junction at Halle. 

Aerodromes in Germany and Holland were 
also bombed, and the docks and the shipping 
in the occupied territory of Holland, Belgium 
and France were heavily bombarded. 

In a raid on Antwerp in the early hours 
of yesterday morning warehouses and railway 
Jines were hit. The docks at Den Helder, 
Flushing, Zeebrugge, Calais, Boulogne and 
Le Havre were all included in these coastal 
operations, and in each case the pilots’ reports 
show that heavy damage was again inflicted 
on harbour works and on the main shipping 
basins.

GREAT GERMAN ACTIVITY 


Another Air Ministry News Service state- 
ment issued last mght, describing attacks on 
(rerman bases, states that Coastal Command 
Blenheims which raided Flushing and 
Terneuzen on Tuesday night all reported great 
enemy fighter activity along the Dutch coast 
and well out to sea. 

‘Every effort to harass our bombers was 
unsuccessful. The Messerschmitts were either 
driven off by machine-gun fire or avoiding 
action, and bombing was carried out with 
the gitmost effect. ‘The German fighters tried 
to intercept the Blenheims as they made pre- 
Jiminary runs over the targets, but every 
attempt failed. i 


OIL DUMP BLA7E 


““TLock gates and fuel stores were among 
the principal targets. An immense fire, which 
was spread by incendiaries from following air- 
craft, was started at the large oil dump at 
Terneuzen. Numerous direct hits were made 
on Flushing docks and on targets in the land- 
ward waterways. 

“While one Blenheim was approaching 
Ostend the pilot observed enemy aircraft 
circling ahead, and also the flarepath of an 
aerodrome being lit. The flare-path had been 
used as an aiming mark and the landing 
ground was straddled with a full load of high 
exptosive and incendiary bombs. 

‘The two power stations at the naval base 
of I.’Orient, on the Breton coast, were the 
main points of attack by other formations of 
Blenheims. Pilots and observers found rail- 
wavs, bridges and waterways clearly dis- 
tinguishable in the moonlight, and were able 
to fix their target areas exactly. 


CHAIN OF FIRES 


“Fleet Air Arm aircraft, operating with 
the Coastal Command, dropped large calibre 
bombs on harbour works and shipping at 
Brest. A chain of fires was started in the 
vicinity of the power station and on the rail- 
way sidings. The largest fire became much 
worse when five separate and very heavy 
explosions occurred in the heart of the bombed 
area. 

“ Hudsons of the Coastal Command were 
active on the Dutch coast. One pilot made 
an effective dive-bombing attack on the inner 
harbour at Willemsoord, but he had some 
anxiety when he turned out to sea again. 
Both engines cut out, but they picked up 
after a glide of 4,000 feet. Another Hudson 
glided 7.000 feet to bomb enemy destroyers 
off Texel. A Heinkel float ’plane was met 
head-on in the English Channel by a Coastal 
Command Blenheim fighter. The Heinkel 
spun into thé sea and sank after two bursts 
of machine-gun fire.”

ORD WOOLTON, British Minister of 
Food, speaking at a National- Defence 
Public Interest Committee luncheon in 

London yesterday, said that the Ministry of 
Food had taken a lesson from the squirrel 
and had stored and buried food for the 
winter. They had been wiser than the 
squirrel—they had not buried it all in one 


ace. 
. Regarding the future, Lord Woolton said 
that he would make no. sm gi“ of easy. 
optimism, but he could reveal that they had 
secured, bought and paid for enough food 
to place them in a very good position. There 
was the constant pull between the demands 
of munitions comiúg overseas and the demand 
for food. If it was more important, at some 
particular time that they should have aero- 
planes than that they should have bacon, 
then they would have aeroplanes. He would 
tell the people why they were not gettin 
their bacon, and he believed that they woul 
be satisfied. 7 

Their selection of foodstuffs might suffer, 
but the quantity would not suffer. They 
would have enough to eat and they would 
have enough variety to keep the people 


happy. 


After referring to the shortage of onions, 
lemons and dried fruits, Lord Woolton ap- 
pealed to housewives. 

“I think that if the housewives would 
make up their minds what values were, and 
if they found that prices rose above those 
values they would say: ‘We are sorry, but 
we cannot afford to pay those prices, and gó 
we won't, that would be a much more 
effective check in keeping the prices in control 
than anything I could do.” 

Paying tribute to women in bombed areas, 
Lord Woolton said they had experienced 
in London how much they were depen- 
dent on the ingenuity and skill of 
women in keeping the house going when 
gas and water supplies and the ordinary 
household economy had broken down; yet 
the men had been fed in order that industry 
might go on. 


THE TEA RATION 

After experiencing the Alitzhrieg in London 
and other places they were convinced that 
they would have to call upon everything that 
the women of the country could do, in order 
to get them through the difficulties of the 
winter. 

“Women are right in the front line, ready 
to do everything a soldier could do for win- 
ning the war,” he declared. 

When he rationed tea, Lord Woolton said, 
he was told—‘‘ You are finished. The first 
person who touches the tea of this country 
is politically a dead letter.” But the public 
had been very good about their tea. 

He added—‘“‘ [ hope that it won't be long 
before they will have a little more.”’ 


ECONOMIC PROGRESS 


THE INTERNATIONAL 
BACKGROUND 


Vv 


Speaking on the subject, “The Inter- 
national Background of Economic Progress, ' 
at a meeting of the Catholic Association for 
Internationa: Relations, in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, last nigh, Professor George O’Brien 
said that for the last 150 years there had 
been a great increase in the standard of 
living in the world as a whole, and the 
reason was the industrial revolution that had 
taken place. The world to-day was faced 
with the problem »f the slowing down of 
the growtin of population and the increased 
productivity of all kinds. Therefore the 
problems of the 20th century were entirely 
different from those of the 19th. : 

The problem to-day was to find markets 
for the teeming abundance of production 
which scientific research had made possible. 
The great 19th century increase in the pro- 
duction of goods and services had led to 
such a rise in the standard of living that it 
was generally thought that the real standard 
of wages in Western Europe went up by 
something like 500 per cent. between 1850 
and 1914. The 19th century was an era of 
peace; there was mobility of capital, labour 
and goods, and that resulted in specialised 
production in the areas where production 
was economic. 


THE COST OF WAR 


Assuming that one took the cosmopolitan 
point of view and regarded the human race 
as one great community, the case in favour 
of international division of labour was, to 
his mind, unanswerable. Left to itself man- 
kind would develop into a great commercial 
republic. ‘The trouble was that at times the 
interest of a particular nation did not al- 
ways coincide with the interest of mankind 
| as a whole. 

Speaking of the cost of war, he said that 
in the war of 1914-1918 there had been a 
recession in the curve of productivity. The 
real cost of war was not so great as one 
supposed. The principal cause of loss was 
destruction of life and property, and that 
loss had not been as great as in the last war. 
The real serious cost of war was the lower- 
ing of the standard of living which it must 
bring about. The real cost of war was con- 
temporary, and the idea that the cost of 
war could be transferred to posterity was a 
fallacy. All that could be done by internal 
loans was to cause a re-distribution of the 
wealth of the country. There was no rea- 
son to suppose that the standard of living 
would not begin to rise very rapidly after 
this war, as it had done after the last, even 
in the defeated countries.

BOMBER BELIEVED 
SHOT DOWN 


A twin-engined German bomber is believed 
to have been shot down into the sea off a 
South-East coast town late this afternoon. 
The bomber, which appeared suddenly out of 
low-lying cloud, flew over the town. Anti- 
aircraft batteries put up a heavy barrage, 
and the ’plane, after appearing to be hit, dis- 
appeared seawards, losing height rapidly. No 
bombs were dropped. i 

Raiders were reported to-night over two 
towns in the South-East, and over Liverpool 
and another North-West town and a town in 
Wales. 

At least ten high explosive bombs were 
dropped’ in a South-East residential town 
to-night by low-flying raiders. 

The ’planes, going towards London, sud- 
denly encountered a particularly heavy antl- 
aircraft barrage and they instantly jettisoned 
their bombs and turned back for the coast. 

A third German bomber was reported to 
have been brought down by anti-aircraft fire 
during a raid lasting several hours at a 
south-east town. It was apparently damaged 
as it approached the coast, and further gun- 
fire was so effective that it dived headlong 
on to the shore and quickly caught fire. It 
is believed that none of the occupants of the 
*plane escaped. 

A German bomber was also brought down 
in North Wales to-night. It crashed at 
Nantglyn, a village near Ruthin. The bodies 
of three German airmen were found near the

TO THE NORTH

DUNDALK, Wednesday. 

At Dundalk District Court to-day, Stephen 
and Anthony Kearney, brothers, of Dublin 
street; Andrew Brennan, Thomas street; 
John Lennon, Ballybarrack, and William 
Wykes, Lisnawilly, Dundalk, were all charged 
together with having attempted to export 6 
tons 17 cwts. of onions. 

Detective-Officer Kenny stated that near 
Drumbilla Cross, at 6.15 a.m., he saw a pri- 
vate motor car drive towards the border, and 
then return. Soon afterwards he ordered two 
lorries, which were followed by the same pri- 
vate motor car, to halt. Wykes drove one of 
the lorries and Brennan the other. and when 
questioned the men said that they were going 
to Dublin. The lorries contained 164 sacks of 
onions. Anthony Kearney was on one of the 
lorries. Lennon drove the private car, and 
Stephen Kearney was seen near the border 
before the lorries arrived. 

Inspector Crotty said that he saw Stephen 
Kearney, who seemed to be on some kind of 
duty at Drumbilla Cross. 

Mr. O’Hagan (defending)—What was the 
value of the onions?—I don’t know what they 
are value for here, but if they had got to 
another market they would be worth £400. 

Lennon stated that he had been engaged as 
a hackney driver to take Stephen Kearney 
to Drumbilla Cross, and did so. Kearney sent 
him back, telling him to tell the lorry drivers 
to come ahead. 

Anthony Kearney stated that two men, 
whom he did not know, engaged him to buy 
onions and deliver them at Drumbilla Cross. 
Iie bought the onions for £172 in the Dublin 
market, and was delivering them when he 
was stopped. He had no intention of crossing 
the border. 

Stephen Kearney said that all they were 
getting out of the transaction was a ton 

or the carriage of the onions to the cross: 
None of them was going to cross the border. 

Wykes and Brennan said that they had 
been engaged to drive the onions to a certain 
place, and knew nothing further. 

District Justice Goff fined Stephen Kearney 
£20; ordered the forfeiture of the onions in 
lieu of a fine on Anthony Kearney; fined 
Brennan and Wykes £2 each, and dismissed 
the case against Lennon. He recommended 
that tho lorries should be returned. 

It was intimated on behalf of the Revenue 
Commissioners that they were detaining the 
onions and the lorries. 

Patrick O’Rourke, Templehill, and Laurence 


McCoy, Ballynamoney, were similarly 
charged. 
Customs officers stated that they saw the 


two men ae back over the border with an 
empty lorry. They admitted having brought 
onions into Northern Ireland. 
Defendants admitted the offence, 
McCoy was fined £10 and O’Rourke £2. 
Peter McGeough and James Duffy, both of 
Drumbilla, were fined £2 each when they 
pleaded guilty to attempting to export a ton 
of onions.

TRIBUTE TO THE REGISTRAR 


When thirty years ago Dr. Percy Kirk- 
patrick , became Registrar of the Royal 
College of Physicians, it was a red letter 
day in the history of their college. The 
work that Dr. Kirkpatrick had accomplished 
as Registrar had demanded, not only 1n- 
tellectual qualities, but business capacity and 
indefatigable energy. His literary gifts and 
profound historical knowledge had proved a 
credit to the college and to the whole Dublin 
school. No words could do justice to what 
Dr. Kirkpatrick had accomplished for the 
welfare of that institution during his tenure 
of office. 

It might appear strange that Dr. Kirk- 
patrick had never been President of the 
college. He (the President) might say at 
once that that was not so because the chair 
was never offered to Dr. Kirkpatrick. He 
might, in fact, have been President half a 
dozen times. To mark their appreciation of 
his long and, faithful service as Registrar, 
the Fellows had taken this opportunity of 
showing something of their feelings of friend- 
ship and pratitade by presenting him with 
his portrait, painted hy one of the most 
ifted of our Irish portrait painters, Mr. 
eo Whelan. In this the Fellows, both in 
Ireland and ali over the world, had 
enthusiastically joined, The picture was a 
remarkable portrait by a remarkable man, 
and he would like to offer their thanks to 
Mr. Whelan, and their appreciation of the 
execution of a fine work. 

The President said that he had known 
Dr. Kirkpatrick for over 40 years, and par- 
ticularly during the last three years, when 
he himself had the honour to be President 
of the college, and he would ‘ike to express 
his appreciation of the loyal support and 
kindly help he had received at the Registrar’s 
hands; those three years had confirmed him 
in the admiration he had always entertained 
for the Registrar. 


CHAMPION OF THE COLLEGE 


Dr. T. G. Moorhead, Regius Professor 
Physics, Dublin University, said that Dr. 
Kirkpatrick had been a friend of his, and 
champion. of this College. He was glad of 
this opportunity to pay a tribute to an 
illustrious colleague. Every President in the 
past thirty years had reason to be deeply 
grateful to Dr. Kirkpatrick. From the 
moment he had become Registrar a new 
spirit had been breathed into the place. He 
had made each one of them aware of their 
responsibilities, and had maintained the 
prestige of that institution, which was now 
nearly three hundred years in existence. Dr. 
Kirkpatrick was known far and wide for his 
medical and historical research, and the 
College owed him a very deep debt for his 
books, pamphlets and addresses, 

Senator Rowlette, Vice-President of the 
College, spoke in laudatory terms of the late 
Dr. Winter, who had surprised them by the 
great strength of character he exhibited as 
President, while ever courteous and kindly. 
When Dr. Winter was President he devoted 
himself wholly to-the performance of the 
duties of his office. Dr. Kirkpatrick’s whole 
purpose had been centred in the welfare of 
the College. He was one of the foremost 
scholars in medical history, His devotion and 
service as Registrar commanded their respect, 
as had his standing as a scholar, but it was 
his personality as a man which had called 
forth not only regard but affection for him, 


THE PRESENTATION 


The President having presented the portrait 
to Dr. Kirkpatrick, pe general applause, 

Dr. Kirkpatrick returned thanks, and said 
that this was an occasion he had never hoped 
to see. He felt that it was due really to their 
kindness rather than to any merits of his 
own, He was also thankful for the given 
opportunity of turning acquaintance with Mr. 
Leo Whelan into friendship. In the history 
of the College he could not find any record 
of the presenting by the Fellows of his 
portrait to a Registrar of the College. He 
asked the President to do him one further 
favour of accepting on behalf of the College 
the custody of the portrait so graciously 
presented to him.

THE BURMA ROAD 
RE-OPENING

SHANGHAI, Wednesday, . 

A fleet of several hundred lorries 1s 
mobilised by the Chinese Government ready 
for the re-opening of the Burma Road on 
Friday. Large quantities of materials to be 
used in the reconstruction of Chengnens have 
arrived in Burma, and it is expected that 
they will be transported to Chinese areas 
within a week of the re-opening of the road. 

Chinese dispatches from Chungking also 
report that a considerable number of lorries 
from the north-west are being sent for use 
on the Burma Road. It is added that at the 
same time the Chinese Government is main- 
taining a constant fleet of a thousand lorries 
to transport war materials from Soviet Russia 
to the North-West Provinces. 

Major-General Raishiro Sumita, Chief of 
the Japanese Military Mission in Indo-China, 
told the Press Association: ‘‘ Japan is reso- 
lutely determined to prevent war materials 
supplied by the United States or any third 
Power from reaching Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Armies.”’ 

He said that the Japanese Air Force would 
“make the utmost effort to strike a fatal 
blow” at China’s supply lines from the newly- 
acquired Indo-China bases, but “I do not 
believe that any of our blows will fall until 
after war supplies have passed through 
British Burma and actually entered Chinese 
territory.”” He, did not think that Japan 
contemplated an early blockade of Hong 
Kong and other British centres in the 
Southern Pacific in an effort to force Britain 
to soe its decision, to re-open the Burma 
road,

One of the special difficulties 
which the Turf Development Board en- 
countered this year, and with which they 
would not have been beset but for the war, 
was in securing the _ turf-winning plant 
required for its operation. Six machines 
specially designed were on order, and it was 
estimated that these six machines would give 
an output of at least 120,000 tons of suitable 
uel per annum. On account of the outbreak 
of war the Board was prevented from obtain- 
ing delivery of more than three of these 
machines, and it was now endeavouring to 
have the three others constructed at home. 
If the problem of obtaining the necessary 
materials was overcome, there was every 
reason to believe that, with the co-operation 
of the engineering shops in this country, the 
Board would succeed in getting their full 
compliment of plant. 


WATER POWER RESOURCES 


Should there be a delay in procpring the 
other machines, the projects at Clonsast and 
Portarlington would not collapse. It was, un- 
fortunately, likely that the E.S.B. would be 
in a "mm is dilemma in regard to the plant 
required for the Portarlington station, and 
should the impíobable happen and the E.S.B. 
were able to complete the generating plant 
while the Turf Board remained unable to 
procure the additional machines, even then 
the Portarlington station would be adequate 
to supply about half of its normal output— 
45,000,000 units per annum—to the E.S.B. 
network. Operation at half capacity would 
mean, however, a considerable increase in the 
operating costs of the station per unit. 
The problem involved in the economic 
utilisation of the water-power resources In 
conjunction with the steam-driving plant had 
been altered somewhat by the fact that the 


demand of the E.S.B. network had _ in- 
creased to such an extent that what 
was known as the base load on the 


system was not likely ever to be less than 
20 megowatts the whole year round. With 
this fact in view the size of the Portarlington 
plant had been fixed at 20 megowatts, so 
that it might be considered available to take 
the base load of the whole system. On that 
hypothesis it was estimated that normally 
its annual output would be of the order of 
90,000,000 units per year. The Portarlington 
undertaking was as economic an electrical 
project as any other that the country could 
produce. They were among the Jowest users 
of electricity in the world, but their demands 
were growing, and were now at a stage 
where, apart from Portarlington and the 
Liffey, they must consider new projects. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE ERNE 


It was clear that the most important river 
from a hydro-electrical point of view, apart 
from the Shannon, was the River Erne. It 
was estimated that 160 to 200 million units 
could be obtained from that river. It was 
possible to carry out the development of this 
river concomitant with the regulation of the 
lakes, not only for the production of yer 
but for the improvement of drainage. If this 
dual purpose project were to be undertaken 
the co-operation of the authorities in 
Northern Ireland would be essential, and in- 
deed would be warmly welcomed. If—which 
he trusted would not be the case—that co- 
operation would not be forthcoming, it would 
still be possible to carry out the project with- 
out any interference with the present regula- 
tion of the lakes, in which, of course, no 
improvement would be obtained. 

The estimated cost: of the project, either 

artial or full, would be very economic. 

t would be a most desirable proposition 
from every point of view, and he hoped that, 
even in present circumstances, it might be 
possible to initiate At, and that he, or some 
successor of his, would come to the House 
and ask the Dail to provide money to carry 
out a project which would involve a practical 
instance of co-operation between Irishmen, 
North and South, and for the common good 
of the country. 


TURF-WINNING 


- 


LESS TAKEN OUT NOW 
THAN BEFORE 
Mr. COSGRAVE (F.G., Cork, said that 


when the Ardnacrusha scheme was in its 
early stages there was not a political humbug 
in the country who did not abhor it. They 
had lived all that down, and had made great 
progress, though there was still a long way 
to go. It was disappointing that the Minister 
had made no reference to the use of the 
balance which the Board had to bring 
electricity to parts of the country where it 
did not go at present. If the Clonsast 
development could stand on its own merits— 
if it wére not instituted to bolster up the 
Peat Development Board—if it could stand 
on its own, they should be given the figures. 
It was their duty to ensure that they were 
not going to indulge in any new experiments. 

If they were going to invest £800,000 in a 
project with something of speculation about 
it they should not forget an economic project 
that would lead to more cordial relations 
with some of the fellow-countrymen in the 
North. With all the money it had spent 
on turf development in recent years they 
had not been able to take as much turf out of 
the bogs as had been taken out heretofore. 
The House was entitled to an expert report 
on the Portarlington proposal. If it was 
approved by the experts they would abide 
by it, for this was no matter for political 
discussion. 

He did not care for the Portarlington 
project without expert recommendation. He 
was disappointed with the Minister's state- 
ment, because he had hoped that the 
Minister would indicate that in the near 
future it would be possible for the E.S.B. 
to bring the advantages of electricity to 
people in the outlying parts of the country 
who had not yet got it. They should have 
more consideration for people in the country 
who had not got the power that was waiting 
for them at low cost. It would be better 
to pay attention to that side of it rather 
than this new proposal unless they had 
expert recommendation for the latter. 


LIGHT-HEARTED PROPOSAL 


Mr. H. M. DOCKRELL (F.G., Co. 
Dublin) said that they were very light- 
hearted in dealing with the proposed ex- 
penditure of £4,000,000. It would be foolish 
at the present time for the -E.S.B. to look 
for any machinery and equipment that was 
not absolutely necessary for it to get. He 
would like to see the possibilities of another 
hydro scheme investigated. The Clonsast 
bog steamer would only last for the life of 
the bog. 

Mr. NORTON raised the question of a 
pension scheme for E.S.B. employés. The 
Board was, he said, anxious to provide such 
a: scheme, but did not feel itself empowered, 
because of the advice of the Department, to 
proceed with the matter. The Minister 
would surely recognise that a superannuation 
scheme was desirable, and would make pro- 
vision in this bill for it. | 


THE RURAL DWELLERS 


Mr. J. A. COSTELLO (F.G., Dublin Town- 
ships) said that such a measure would fave 
the sympathetic consideration of the 
Opposition, and any criticism would be made 
in a constructive spirit. The introduction 
of such a measure was a atriking 
testimony by the present Minister to the 
courage, vision, and foresight of his pre- 
decessors, who had initiated the great 
Shannon project. He was disappointed that 
there was no provision in the bill for rural 
electrification, and no hint that rural electri- 
fication was contemplated by the Govern- 
ment. There was a wing insistence on 
the part of town and village dwellers for 
electrical facilities.

The Judge dismissed. a claim for £300 
damages alleged to have been sustained as 
the result. of the coming into collision of a 
motor car and an omnibus at Brannoxtown 
cross-roads, Trim, on March 15, 1939. The 
motor car, after the impact, somersaulted 
twice and had a wheel torn-off, and the 
driver of the car, a Mr. Penny, was killed. 
The ’bus was turned over “on to its roof, 
and the applicant; Philip Cahill, 7 Leix road, 
Cabra, a. Great’ Southern Railways “bus 
driver, was pinued in the ‘bus cabin. He 
sustained various bodily ‘injuries, and was 
over four weeks in hospital.

Assurance Company, 59» Dawson street, 
Dublin, who alleged contributory negligence, 

Judge Shannon said that he had come to 
the conclusion that there had been no braking 
of the “bus as it camé to the cross-rodds, The 
plaintiff, he believed, thought he’had time to 
get in front of the car, or that the car would 
slow’ down sufficiently to allow him to pass. 
He gave judgment as stated.

TEACHER TO PAY 
£5 ' 


PUPIL'S ACTION FOR 
ASSAULT 


- 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


A school teacher sent for three canes. The 
first two were ‘‘not good enough.” He sent 
for the third, and in the result had to pay 
£5 damages for caning Laurence Cox, aged 
ten years, of Glenesk road, Ellenfield, White- 
hall, Dublin. 

The plaintiff claimed £100 damages from 
Fionan Breathnach, Durra, Baily, Co. 
Dublin, vice-principal of St, Joseph's School, 
Dorset street, Dublin, for assault. 

Mr. Cherry, in opening the case, said that 
the boy, Cox, after the caning showed his 
hands to his father, whe saw that they were 
in a bad state. Mr. Cox brought his son to 
the Civic Guard station at Santry and then 
to Temple street Hospital, where the boy 
attended the out-patients department for 
two weeks. The boy, he said, had to go a 
long distance to schoo! each day, from Santry 
to Dorset street, Dublin. When his father 
was working the boy travelled by bus. but 
when the father had no work he walked all 
the way to schoo} 

Laurence Cox, giving evidence. said that 
he was five minutes late on 8th March. Mr. 
Breathnach, his master. sent another boy out 
for a cane. The cane was not good enough 
and a second cane was sent for That also 
was not good enough and a third cane was 
sent for. Mr. Breathnach pared this one 
with a penknife and gave witness two slaps 
on each hand. At lunch hour Mr. Breathnach 
looked at witness’s hands and said: ‘‘I sup- 
pose you will have all your relatives up on 
Monday.” The caning was on a Friday. He 
had been caned three weeks previously and 
his father had complained. ' 

In reply to Mr. Sean MacBride, for the 
defence, the witness said that school started 
at 9.30 a.m. He used to miss school very 
often. 

In reply to Mr. Cherry, witness said that 
Mr. Breathnach knew he had to walk to 
school. 

Dr. Teresa C. Keane, Scariff, Co. Clare, 
said that she examined the boy’s hands at 
the Children’s Hospital on 8th March and 
found them blistered in a way which 
indicated that the caning was more severe 
than usual The blisters contained blood and 
serum. She opened the blisters and dressed 
the hands. 

Fionan Breathnach, the defendant, 
that he had appealed to the boys the previous 
day to be in early. He allowed some lati- 
tude in winter time. The plaintiff arrived 
at 10.15 v’clock that morning, and when asked 
why he was late did not answer. To main- 
tain discipline, he caned Cox. Possibly the 
cane was frayed at the end, and he might 
have cut off the frayed bit. He gave Cox 
four slaps. Witness had full control of his 
temper, and the slaps were not really hard. 
He was not extra severe. 

Dr. J. N Cronin. Jervis Street Hospital, 
said that he did not see any swelling on the 
boys’ hands on the 15th March. 

Judge Shannon said that he had not the 
slightest doubt that the boy richly deserved 
the punishment, He recognised the difficulty 
of teachers in controlling disobedient and 
unruly pupils. He thought that the -defen- 
dant wis kindly disposed towards children. 
The punishment on this occasion was, un- 
fortunately, more severe than intended. He 
was satisfied that the teacher did not lose his 
temper and sympathised with him. He 
gave a decree for £5, with ten guineas 
expenses, and allowed Circuit Court costs 
with counsel. 

A stay of execution was granted.
